The secession of the Northern member* of the
LTlOW TfothtBg Convention has carried dismiy
into the ranks of tbe negro-catching Democracy.
T/rf N. V. lkruld give* vent to this feeling Lfl
the BMbai varied effort* to keep up tbe spirits of
it« friends and to persuade them that it won't
be un.ch of B shower after all.

In tbe unity of the Know-Nothing* that great
party whose programme is comprised in the
Extension of Slavery saw their only chance of
gncceei at tbe approaching national election.
This new organization, rising up, an they hoped,
to divide and nullify tbe North, was sure to keep
the Administration in the hand* of the Demo¬
crat-. Pierce, Marcy, and I »ougl is h id wh.-lined
thetn iu rail; the' Know-Nothing- were to lift
them out of the abyes.
Ibi* was a shrewd calculation. In any fair

struggle on the simple question of restoring the
Mi-souri Prohibition, and rebuking ami sup¬
pressing tie civil war which Atehison and the
border bullies have carried into Ktn*a», the
sham Democracy was destined to an irrecover¬
able defeat. Tho elections in every Northern
State since the Nebraska bill was passed Bad
left no doubt on that point. The Democratic

party, having risked itsall in that infauioii- naaf*
ure, was \irtually extinguished at ... North.
15ut as tin Know-Nothings became proinitii ti',
the hopes of its bankrupt leaders rcuv .l. Tho
new party was to divert North» rn sentiment
from tbe otherwise all-absorbing issue, to dis¬
tract the councils of the Anti-N<ibltwka BMI
and divide their forces. I5y this means the im-
mortal Pierce was to Ire succeeded by a " N i-

'.tioi.al Democrat.' Kansas was to be admitted
as a Slave State, Cuba purchased Of conquered,
and such a predominance in the QOTanmoil as¬

sured to the Slave interest that the Free States
WOttld henceforth be compelled quietly to sub¬
mit to all tbe dictates of tbe South.
Buch was the anticipation of these high-

tonled patriots; and with a view to help on the
good work. 7/ir Iltrald kindly lent its temporary
favor to the Know-Nothings, with the under¬
standing 1.0 doubt that tho new Democratic
President would not be such an ingrate as Mr.
Pierce proved himself in respect of the French
Mission. Put human hopes are always etpo*>l
to disappointment; and the dream of electing
a full-b!o»ded n-gro Democrat to the Pre-idem y
by tbe aid of a great Knnw-Nothittg vote at the
North has c»mo to a sudden end. The secession
of the Northern delegates shows that the Free
Mates will uot be diverted froin the one vi*, il
matter. The next 1'ref.idetr.ial election mint
turn on the restoration of the Missouri Prohibi¬
tion. The legislation whicl admitted Shivery
into Ter: itorics that for thirty y >ars had been
coiise.-iated to Freedom must be repealed, and
the institution must again be banished from
tho e Territories. That is the qastian on

which the Northern people intend to express
tt< msehis. In comparison with it there
is no other before the country which
merits a moment's consideration. It* de-
Cition Brill settle what is hereafter to be the
nature of the (ioverniuent, and whether or not it
is to be administered solely with I \iew to the
extension and perpetuation of the Boatfcl ru in¬
stitution. It will settle wbethcr a Free North
is to be recognized a* constituting a diatincl
portion of the Kepublic, or only a slasehobling
South with Northern provinces.
